Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1969. 


To:  The  Chaiman  and  Members  of  the  Wortley  Rural  District  Council. 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health  Services 
of  the  Wortley  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1969.  First 
I  must  apologise  for  the  extreme  delay  in  the  preparation  of  the  report.  This 
has  been  a  persistent  situation  for  two  or  three  years  now,  the  main  cause 
being  medical  staffing  problems.  As  the  matter  stands  it  seems  insoluble, 
and  there  is  no  purpose  to  be  served  in  dwelling  upon  the  problem. 

The  birth  rate,  at  16.9,  compares  favourably  with  that  recorded  in  1968, 
which  was  16.4.  The  death  rate  was  slightly  lower  at  13.8,  compared  with 
14.5  recorded  in  1968.  The  corrected  death  rate  was  11.2. 

The  still“birth  rate,  at  11.9  varied  little  from  the  previous  year,  when 
it  was  11.0,  and  represents  8  still-births.  The  infantile  mortality  rate 
was  10.5,  as  opposed  to  11.1  in  1968,  and  represents  7  deaths.  This  is  the 
same  numbet  of  deaths  as  for  the  previous  year.  All  these  figures  compare 
favourably  with  those  for  England  and  Wales. 

Studying  the  table  showing  the  "Principal  Causes  of  Death"  it  is  apparent, 
as  in  past  years,  that  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  (mainly  coronary  thrombosis) 
and  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  produced  the  striking  figures.  Cancer  of  the 
lung  shows  relatively  low  in  comparison.  The  case  against  cigarette  smoking 
is  equally  good  in  lung  infection  and  heart  disease  as  it  is  in  lung  cancer, 
therefore  these  are  the  diseases  which  should  be  emphasised  in  any  discussion 
on  smoking.  Atmospheric  pollution  contributes  to  bronchitis  and,  therefore, 
to  other  lung  infections  too,  I  am  sure  present  and  future  generations  will 
benefit  from  our  efforts  at  increasing  areas  of  smoke  control 

The  picture  of  infectious  diseases  is  a  good  one,  with  a  considerable  drop 
In  the  number  of  measles  cases,  although  there  has  been  a  rise  again  in  1970. 
The  immunisation  programme  is  continuing,  but  as  yet  it  is  too  early  to  look 
for  any  dramatic  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  the  disease. 

In  the  text  of  the  report,  as  in  previous  years,  I  have  included  some 
comments  on  the  County  Council's  services.  These  are  amplified  each  year  in 
the  County  Medical  Officer  s  Annual  Report.  It  occurs  to  me  that  it  is  not 
easy  for  members  to  gain  an  all-round  picture  of  the  Public  Health  Services 
in  the  area  without  a  good  deal  of  concentrated  study,  and  I  think  it  ro.ay  be 
interesting  if  I  briefly  enumerate  the  changes  in  the  services  and  the  new 
services  provided  in  the  divisional  area  over  the  last  five  years. 
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r  think  it  may  be  particularly  useful  to  see  the  "state  of  the  service"  in  thj 
periods  when  major  changes  are  about  to  take  place  in  Local  Government  and  thd 
Health  Service.  For  instancej  the  School  Health  Service  has  been  tailored 
to  suit  present-day  needs  by  stopping  routine  medical  examination  of  the  fourt 
age  groupSj  i.e,  S-yearSj  /-yearSj  lO-years  and  15-years.  The  present  syste-j 
now  in  full  operation  is  routine  examination  on  entering  school  at  5-years  ofc 
ages  followed  by  selective  examination  at  7»years  and  15  years.  This  means  e 
concentrating  much  more  medical  attention  on  those  children  who  have  a  probleJ 
whether  it  be  physical  or  emotional  They  are  discovered  by  a  comprehensive \ 
pre-medical  enquiry  directed  at  the  school j  the  parents^  the  school  nurses  am 
our  own  medical  records.  In  additions  we  have  devised  a  questionnaire  to  her. 
completed  by  the  teacher  for  each  6  year  old^  which  is  proving  useful  in 
discovering  educational  and  emotional  difficulties  at  an  earlier  age  than  wasf 
previously  possible. 

The  Child  Welfare  Clinics  also  have  undergone  change,  In  two  ways.  Firl 
where  the  general  practitioners  have  been  willing  to  run  their  own  "Well  Baby r 
sessions,  we  have  provided  health  visiting  staff  and  food  sales  facilities^ 
so  that  to  a  large  extent  these  clinics  have  replaced  our  own,  and  where  it  i; 
necessary  to  conduct  our  own  clinics,  we  have  encouraged  the  nurses  to  under t.''f 
more  of  the  routine  work,  leaving  the  medical  staff  free  to  concentrate  on 
those  babies  with  more  serious  physical  or  developmental  problems.  Recently  i 
a  Developmental  Record  Card  has  been  introduced,  to  tighten  up  our  survey  of  i 
these  children,  and  to  make  the  record-keeping  as  easy  as  possible  for  the  hec 
visitors  and  doctors. 

Provision  of  Health  Centres  has  made  rapid  strides.  At  present  there  ai 
Centres  established  at  Ecclesfield,  Stannington  and  Stocksbr idge .  Plans  are  i 

under  way  for  three  morej  at  Hoyland,  High  Green  and  Ought ibr idge .  When  i 
one  considers  that  some  of  the  large  Southern  Counties  have  onl};  one  or  two  I 
Centres,  membei  s  will  appreciate  how  progressive  is  the  policy  of  the  West 
Biding.  fv-aturally,  the  transition  from  clinic  hui  Iding/pr  ivate  surgery  into  < 
Health  Centre  premises  is  not  only  an  upheaval  for  our  own  staff,  but  for  the  i 
general  practitioners  too.  However,  such  problems  as  have  arisen  are  minimal! 
and  this  speaks  well  for  the  goodwill  of  the  nurses  and  doctors  concerned. 
These  modern  buildings^  with  adequate  space  and  greater  professional  contact, 
are  already,  in  my  view,  contributing  markedly  to  a  better  joint  service  and 
t  o  the  u  1 1  im.a. t e  b er  e  f  i  t  of  the  p u b  1  i  c  . 

The  above  comments  lead  m.ti  on  to  speak  of  the  attachment  of  nursing  staff 
to  specific  general  practices.  'The  overall  result  of  this  has  been  a  closer 
working  rela"^/ lonship  between  the  nurses  and  the  doctors,  and  the  end  result 
is  more  work  for  both  the  nurse  and  the  doctor,  hut  the  patient  benefits  by 
having  problems  followed  through  more  fully. 

The:  Cervical  Cytology  Clinics  have  recently  been  changed  to  Well  Woman 
Clinics.  This  means  that  in  addition  to  having  a  cervical  smear  taken  the 
women  have  their  blood  pressure  taken,  have  their  haemoglobin  estimated,  their 
urine  testved  .  lo  addition  to  having  a  full  pelvic  examination.  These  clinics 
operate  approximately  once  a  month;  at  Ecclesfield,  Stocksbr Idge ,  Penistone, 
Hoy land  and  Stannington 
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We  now  have  two  direct  service  Family  Planning  Clinics  in  the  Division j  one 
at  Ecclesfield  and  one  at  Stocksbr idge ,  with  plans  to  establish  smaller  clinics  at 
Penistone  and  Hoy land  in  the  near  future » 

Thereis  still  no  further  move  in  connection  with  the  fluoridation  of  the 
water  supplv-.  As  I  mentioned  in  my  1968  report,  on  all  the  available  evidence 
this  is  a  first-class  Public  Health  measure,  and  any  delay  is  to  be  regretted„ 

As  usual,  a  considerable  part  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
has  been  in  the  field  of  food  hygiene,  although  they  have  been  increasingly 
involved  in  other  fields,  such  as  the  introduction  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  and 
Slum  Clearance  Programmes „ 

Mr o  Vickers,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  has  prepared  that  part  of 
the  report  dealing  with  Sanitary  Circumstances, 

The  total  number  of houses  in  the  district  was  13,761,  of  which  13,465  were 
connected  to  mains  water  supply,  representing  a  percentage  of  977o;  the 
remaining  3%  are  on  private  supply.  We  are  always  ready  to  advise  and  help  with 
the  testing  of  these  private  supplies  if the  consumers  are  at  any  time  anxious. 

Of  the  13/761  houses,  92,27o  have  water  carriage  sewage  disposal,  i.e,  12,701 
houses.  The  remaining  1,060  houses  drain  to  cesspools,  septic  tank/filter 
installations  and,  in  a  few  cases^  to  simple  soakaways. 

Refuse  collection  has  continued  satisfactorily,  the  paper  sack  system  of 
refuse  storage  having  been  extended,  and  the  number  of  dwellings  now  receiving 
this  service,  at  the  year  end,  was  8,281,  which  is  almost  double  the  figure  for 
the  previous  year. 

The  Council  slum  clearance  programme  continued  during  the  year,  and 
explicit  details  are  recorded  elsewhere  in  this  report.  By  the  year’s  end 
35  dwellings  were  represented,  raising  the  total  to  789  during  the  past  15  years, 
and  the  programme  continues  to  be  slightly  ahead  of  schedule. 

The  last  paragiaph  is  inevitably  devoted  to  acknowledging  the  help 
received  from  various  people  throughout  the  year,  and  I  would  like  to  thank 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  assistance 
during  1969,  Not  least  of  all  I  would  extend  my  thanks  to  Mr.  L,  Vickers, 
the  ^hief  Public  Health  Inspector ^  and  other  chief  officers  of  the  Council,  for 
their  co- operation  and  help  during  the  year.

89  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  24  more  than  last

They  occurred  30  in  the  first  quarter,  42  in  the  second,  3  in  the  third  and  14 
in  the  fourth. 

Compared  with  65  cases  in  1968,  this  shows  an  appreciable  increase.  Once 
again  the  biggest  numbers  occurred  in  the  early  school  years,  i.e.  between  5 
and  10„  The  treatment  now  available  for  the  causal  infection  is  still  effective, 
with  the  result  that  the  disease  is  mild  in  character. 

DIPHTHERIA 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  1969.  During  this  year  we 
continued  the  computer  scheme  for  recording  immunisation.  As  I  explained 
in  your  last  report,  this  use  of  the  computer  is  designed  to  keep  a  very  close 
check  on  those  children  who  have  not  been  immunised  at  the  appropriate  age, 
and  to  continue  to  issue  repeat  invitations  to  the  parents  to  have  the  procedure 
carried  out.  As  a  result  we  have  kept  up  a  high  rate  of  acceptance,  namely 
over  907oo 

The  figures  below  do  not  seem  to  bear  this  out.  The  reason  is  a  very 
complicated  one,  which  I  do  not  intend  to  even  try  to  set  out  on  paper.  Like 
many  other  statistics,  they  cannot  be  read  at  their  face  value.

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WHOOPING  COUGH 


There  were  2  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  in  1969,  compared  with  15  fo' 
1968,  These  occurred  as  1  in  the  third  and  1  in  the  fourth  quarter.

Both  cases  were  too  young  to  have  been  immunised.  The  vast  majority  of 
the  children  who  contact  Whooping  Cough  when  they  have  been  immunised  suffer 
the  disease  to  a  relatively  mild  degree;  in  fact,  a  great  many  children 
probably  have  the  disease  to  such  a  mild  degree  that  it  is  unrecognisable 
as  clinical  Whooping  Cough,  In  the  divisional  area  755  children  were  immunisec' 
during  1969,  compared  with  877  during  1968,  This  figure  is  lower  than  that 
for  last  year,  the  reason  being  that  in  April  of  1968  we  switched  over  to  the 
new  Ministry  recommended  schedule  of  immunisation,  which  delayed  primary 
immunisation  to  the  age  of  six  months. 

MEASLES 


In  1969,  9  cases  were  notified,  2  in  the  first  quarter,  2  in  the  second 
quarter,  2  in  the  third  quarter  and  3  in  the  fourth  quarter.  This  is  a  decreaj. 
of  553  on  the  figure  for  1968.  The  attack  rate,  at  0,22,  was  much  less  than  tl 
of  14.62  in  1968,  and  is  below  the  national  figure  of  2.91,  Although  the 
biannual  peaks  of  measles  have  not  been  so  clear  in  recent  years,  nevertheless 
the  tendency  to  high  and  low  on  a  biannual  pattern  has  been  still  evident.  Thcl 
figures  are  a  clearer  demonstration  of  this. 

In.  1969  the  measles  vaccination  programme  got  under  way  again,  only  to  be 
almost  halted  by  withdrawal  of  supplies  by  one  major  manufacturer.  However, 
vaccination  was  offered  to  babies  at  the  age  of  16  months  and  to  schoolchildren  ] 
between  4  and  7  years  of  age  who  had  not  already  had  the  disease.  In  the 
divisional  area  as  a  whole,  386  children  were  immunised.  In  1970  we  should 
have  a  clearer  picture  of  the  uptake,  when  there  is  no  interruption  of  vaccine 
supply. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 


There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  notified  during  the  year  for  your 
district.  You  will  notice  from  the  table  on  page  12  that  there  were  no  cases 
of  Poliomyelitis  notified  for  England  and  Wales  or  for  the  West  Riding  Administr 
County.  There  can  be  very  little  doubt  that  this  is  due  to  the  vaccination 
programme.  Like  all  other  vaccination  programmes,  once  begun  it  is  imperative 

it  coninue.  The  computer  method  of  recording  immunisation  is  of  assistance  in 

maintaining  a  high  degree  of  vaccination,  because  it  issued  individual  invitatio 
to  each  child  known  to  reside  within  the  area.  Following  is  given  a  table 
showing  the  immunisation  figures  for  the  Division  as  a  whole.

SMALLPOX 


There  were  no  cases  of  Smallpox  notified  in  the  area  in  1969.  A  total 
of  821  persons  within  the  divisicnal  area  received  primary  vaccination,  compared 
with  588  during  1968. 

INFECTIVE  JAUNDIC£„ 

There  were  5  cases  notified  -  1  in  the  first  quarter,  1  in  the  third 
quarter  and  3  in  the  fourth  quarter  (3  males  and  2  females). 

DISEASES  OF  THE  ALIMENTARY  TRACT. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified. 

13  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified,  all  of  them  at  Thornseat  Lodge, 
Bradfield.  This  is  a  Children’s  Home  owned  by  Sheffield  Corporation.  From 
time  to  time  this  kind  of  outbreak  of  Dysentery  occurs  and,  in  a  house  full 
of  children,  is  rather  difficult  to  control  and  eradicate.  However,  the 
incident  was  finally  controlled.  No  child  was  particularly  ill.

TUBERCULOSIS „ 


There  were  4  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  in  1969,  compared  with  7 
in  1968,  All  of  these  four  had  infection  in  their  lungs.  During  the  same 

period  6  cases  were  removed  from  the  register  ~  3  were  cured  and  3  died. 

The  hard  work  of  the  hospital  staff  and  our  own^  in  following  up  contacts 
of  the  known  disease  and  examining  them  for  early  detection  of  secondary  diseasi 
has  continued.  The  Mass  Radiography  Service  continues,  whenever  possible, 
to  visit  the  area,  but  no  member  of  the  public  need  wait  for  such  an  occasion 
to  arrive  because  the  Mass  Radiography  Centre  in  the  city  is  permanently 
available ,

B.C.Go  VACCINATION  0 


The  cable  below  shows  that  once  again  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was 
offered  to  the  schoolchildren  during  their  first  year  in  the  Secondary  School. 

A  simple  skin  test  carried  out  beforehand  shows  whether  the  child  requires  to  be 
vaccinated.  The  vaccination  iteslf  causes  very  little  trouble,  and  we  usually 
have  a  high  rate  of  acceptance.

B.C.Go  Vaccination  is  one  of  a  number  of  preventive  measures  against 
tuberculosis  infection;  the  others  are  improving  housing  conditions  and  improving 
nutritioQj  plus  a  better  general  understanding  of  the  vital  factors  in  maintaining 
good  general  health.  This,  along  with  the  early  detection  of  the  disease  through 
the  National  Health  Service ^  and  principally  the  Mass  Radiography  Service,  is  the 
reason  for  the  present  satisfactory  control  of  tuberculosis. 

BRUCELLOSIS. 

On  three  occasions  the  bacterium  of  Brucellosis  was  found  in  a  raw  milk 
supply.  On  each  occasion  the  farmers  co-operated  fully.  Although  the  risk  to 
the  consumer  from  this  disease  is  extremely  small  nevertheless  it  can  be 
eliminated  by  drinking  heat-treated  milk,  i.e.  pasteurised  or  sterilised  milk. 


CHIROPODY  SERVICE. 


In  1969  we  employed  seven  qualified  Chiropodists,  who  treated  768  patientil 
In  the  Direct  Service  Clinics:  this  involved  3,580  treatments.  Of  this  numb<i 
751  were  pensioners,  16  were  partially  handicapped  and  1  an  expectant  mother. 
283  patients  were  treated  by  domiciliary  visits,  267  of  them  qualifying  by  reaii 
of  age  and  16  handicapped  persons  ~  in  all  1,001  treatments.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICEL 


With  the  trend  for  Mental  Hospitals  to  adapt  to  care  for  patients  on  a 
short-term  basis ^  more  and  more  are  being  discharged  to  their  own  homes  with  the 
need  for  supportive  care  from  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  The  Psychiatric 
Out-patient  Clinic,  which  was  such  a  success  when  introduced  in  the  Divisional 
Health  Office,  continues  apace.  With  the  opening  of  the  Health  Centre  at 
Ecclesfield,  the  weekly  Monday  sessions  are  now  held  in  those  premises.  Both 
the  Consultant  Staff  and  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  and  not  least  the  patients, 
appreciate  the  facilities  which  are  offered.  The  total  number  of  patients 
attending  during  1^69  rose  by  58,  to  a  total  of  294,  and  42  clinic  sessions 
were  held  du«"ing  the  year.  The  Increase  in  patients  seen  does  not  necessarily 
follow  that  there  was  more  mental  Illness  in  the  district;  it  is  in  keeping 
with  the  trend  for  the  earlier  discharge  of  patients  to  their  home  environment. 

1  am  happy  to  report  that  there  were  no  serious  problems  or  delays  in  obtaining 
beds  for  patients  who  required  hospital  treatment. 

As  in  previous  years,  a  number  of  students  visited  the  Division  during  the 
year  to  observe  the  work  of  Mental  Welfare  Officers, 

ADMISSIONS  AMD  DISCHARGES  TO  MENTAL  HOSPITALS, 

There  were  16  male  and  22  female  patients  admitted  to  Middlewood  Hospital 
during  the  year,  and  30  patients  were  discharged  (8  male  and  22  female). 

In  allp  19  requested  after’^care  (5  male  and  14  female), 

MENTAL  SUBNUBMALITY, 

The  Friday  morning  out-=patient  clinics  for  subnormal  patients  continued 
during  the  year,  A  total  of  16  juveniles  were  seen  over  the  14  sessions. 

This  clinic  gives  opportunity  for  parents  of  severely  handicapped  children  to 
discuss  their  many  problems  with  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist, 

No  problems  were  experienced  in  placing  subnormal  children  in  short-stay 
care  hospital  beds.  This  service  is  a  great  help  to  parents,  and  fully 
appreciated  by  myself  and  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  4  male  and  6  female 
patients  were  admitted  to  Thunderclif f e  Grange  for  short-stay  care. 

The  Parent/Teachers*  Association  gave  valuable  help  in  organising  a 
successful  year  of  social  activities, 

SPECIAL  CAFE  HNIT, 

During  the  year  this  unit  was  taking  in  its  maximum  number  of  handicapped 
children 5  and  apart  from  holidays,  sickness  and  other  domestic  problems,  11 
children  attendea  5  days  a  week.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES, 


HOSPITALS, 


Infectious  Disease,  Cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  treatment  in 
hospital  are  admitted  to  Lodge  Moor  Hospital j  Sheffield, 

Ma t: e r n i t y  Ca s e s ,  If  hospitalisation  is  required  in  maternity  cases 

it  is  provided  at  the  Chapeltown  Maternity  Home^  the  Northern  General  Hospital, 
Sheffield;,  the  Jessop  Hospital  for  Women,  Sheffield  and  the  St,  Helen  Hospital, 
Barnsley, 

General  Hospitals,  General  Hospitals  in  Sheffield  and  Barnsley  are  those 
used  by  the  people  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District, 

CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY, 


During  the  year  we  continued  the  service  of  taking  cervical  smears  for  the 
detection  of  early  carcinoma  of  the  cervix.  We  have  continued  the  policy  of 
seeking  those  wonien  most  at  risk,  i,e,  over  35  years  of  age  with  4  or  more 
children,  but  have  also  taken  in  any  other  married  women  who  were  anxious  to 
have  the  test  carried  out.  We  have  not  sought  to  publicise  this  very  widely, 
but  have  preferred  rather  to  seek  the  cases  through  our  own  nurses  and  through 
the  general  practitioner  service,  since  the  number  of  smears  available  is 
still  limited  and  this  relative  shortage  of  smear  facilities  in  the  laboratory 
is  the  controlling  factor  in  the  numbers  we  try  to  encourage  to  the  clinic. 

The  number  of  positive  tests  have  been  very  small  indeed,  but  we  expect,  as  a 
result  of  having  discovered  these  positives,  that  the  ladies  concerned  will  enjo 
a  normal  life  span.  At  the  time  of  printing  this  report,  these  clinics  have 
been  extended  to  become  "Well  women  Clinics”,

LABORATORV  SERVICES o

AMBULANCE  SERVICE , 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  provide  ambulance  facilities  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 
During  the  year  do  difficulty  was  experienced  regarding  staffing,  and  the  full 
complement  of  staff  of  41,  plus  one  Station  Officer,  worked  a  three-shift  system 
from  the  main  operational  depot  at  HoyTand,  with  an  alternating  shift  at  the  new 
Peni stone  Depot,  which  was  officially  opened  during  1966,  There  are  eight 
vehic  les  at  Hoy  land  and  three  at  Penistone, 

Liaison  with  all  hospitals  continues  at  a  high  level,  and  the  Authority 
continues  to  work  most  amicably  with  neighbouring  County  Boroughs, 

Ambulance  calls  from,  doctors,  hospitals,  institutions  and  members  of  the 
public,  in  emergeocies ,  are  received  at  the  Station  Control  Room,  and  are 
competently  dealt  with  by  the  efficient  use  of  a  radio  communication  system, 
ensuring  speed  and  economical  use  of  the  vehicles,  and  at  the  same  time  reducing 
mileage  to  the  minimumo 

The  majority  of  the  ambulance  personnel  are  competent  to  render  first  aid, 
and  staff  are  encouraged  to  train  and  obtain  current  certificates,  the  County 
Council  giving  monetary  recognition  by  way  of  extra  pay  as  an  incentive  to 
qualification , 

HEALTH  EDUCATIONS 

I  have  given  the  Health  Edt^cation  programme  for  the  Division  as  a  whole  this 
year,  to  give  you  a  better  overall  picture.  What  is  on  offer  to  one  area  is, 
of  course,  equally  on  offer  throughout  the  area,  I  refer  in  particular  to  the 
school  programme  In  Stocksbr idge , 
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CLINICS 


General  Health  Education  activities  were  carried  out  in  most  clinics j 
following  in  the  main  the  pattern  of  a  monthly  programme.  Group  discussions 
Included  hygienej  development  of  the  baby,  care  of  teeth,  feet,  home  safety 
and  diet,  current  topics,  Cog,  drug  taking,  sex  education,  etc,,  the  usual 
media  of  filmstrips,  sound  films,  up-to-date  posters  and  distribution  of 
leaflets  used  in  an  endeavour  to  teach  the  general  public  an  approach  to  good, 
healthy  living.  Health  Visitors  continue  to  discuss  prophylaxis  on  every 
possible  occasion,  during  the  individual  interview  at  clinics  or  during  home 
visits o  The  number  of  mothers  attending  group  discussion  varies,  according  tcl 
the  size  of  the  clinic  involved, 

SCHOOLS , 

Regular  weekly  visits  were  paid  to  Stocksbridge  Secondary  School  by  the 
Health  Visitors,  Health  Education  being  given  to  two  groups  (girls  aged 
12  -  13  and  14  -  15  years),  the  usual  maximum  period  being  of  a  six  weeks 
duration.  These  lectures  are  very  much  appreciated  and  are  now  an  establisheci 
part  of  the  school  curriculum.  The  programmes  were  as  follows 

(1)  Personal  hygiene, 

(2j  Baby  care, 

(3)  Development  of  a  child  (mental  and  physical), 

( 4 }  In f ant  feed in g , 

(3)  Hygiene  in  the  home, 

(b)  Infectious  diseases,  including  venereal  disease, 

(7)  Home  safety. 

In  addition,  the  girls  of  the  senior  class  attend  the  Child  Welfare  Centre,  in 
small  groups,  in  order  to  see  the  benefits  of  a  Well  Baby  Clinic, 

YOUNG  WIVES  GROUPS, 

There  are  several  Young  Wives  Groups,  attached  to  different  religious 
denom.lDations  within  the  Division ^  and  Health  Visitors  have  been  asked  to  visit 
to  give  talks  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitor,  drug  taking,  etc.  It  is  at 
these  meetings  that  the  question  of  Cervical  Cytology  and  its  value  is 
discussed,  and  through  this  media  it  is  found  that  many  of  the  women  within  the 
area  arrange  either  to  attend  for  smear  to  be  taken  by  their  own  general 
practitioner  or  rSt  the  Local  Health  Authority  Clinic, 

OTHER  HEALTH  EDUCATION  ACTIVITIES, 

During  the  year  Health  Visitors  attended  Home  Safety  classes,  local 
trades  fairs,  and  in  the  main  arranged  small  displays  on  the  dangers  of  poisons 
and  drugs  to  the  community. 
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RELAXATLON  AND  HOTHERCRAFT  CLASSES « 


Although  the  Mtdwives  are  responsible  for  the  instruction  in  relaxation  and 
general  mothercrafts  the  Health  Visitors  attend  at  least  once  a  month  and  deal 
with  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  prophylaxis  available  for  babies  and 
young  ch i 1 d r  en „ 

Health  Education  programmes  in  this  Division  are  carried  out  in  the  clinics, 
school  and  during  the  home  visits.  The  Health  Visitors  continue  to  promote  a 
consciousness  within  the  community  of  the  necessity  for  good,  healthy  living.  All 
staff  are  agreed  that  we  are  fortunate  in  having  such  a  wonderful  display  of 
up-to-date  materials,  films  and  filmstrips  available  from  the  County  Health 
Education  Department o  It  is  now  very  common  for  the  general  practitioners  in 
the  area  to  contact  the  Health  Visitor,  Midwife  or  Home  Hurse,  with  regard  to  the 
proves  lot'  of  attractive  posters  to  display  within  the  surgery.  The  poison 
berries  and  poison  fungi  posters  are  extremely  useful  and  much  appreciated, 

MOTHERCBAFT  AIMD  FXLAXATIQN  CLASSES , 

Ihree  of  these  classes  areheld  within  the  area,  i,e,  at  Chapeltown, 

Ecclesfield  and  Grenoslde,  The  relaxation  classes  are  generally  well  attended 
and  much  appreciated  by  the  expectant  mothers.  In  addition  to  the  beneficial 
exerc  ises  5  they  are  able  to  discuss  with  each  other  their  various  problems, 
and  any  fears  and  apprehensions  can  be  dispelled  by  talking  it  out  with  the 
professional  staff.  During  these  meetings  the  health  visitor  also  talks  to  the 
mothers  about  the  general  care  of  their  babies  and  the  value  of  immunisation, 

CHILD  clinics. 

These  are  held  each  week  in  most  areas.  These  days  we  are  asking  the  health 
visitor  to  take  a  more  and  more  important  role  in  the  baby  clinic,  e,g,  most  of 
the  immunisation  is  nox^7  done  by  the  health  visitor,  and  with  the  current  shortage 
of  medical  staff  this  has  been  an  enormous  help.  The  Medical  Officer  now  sees 
those  children  who  are  referred  by  the  health  visitor. 

The  Mobile  Child  Welfare  Clinic  still  visits  the  Storrs  and  Ewden  Valley 
areas  each  alternate  Friday,  where  the  services  afforded  to  the  public  are  the 
same  as  those  at  the  static  clinics ,  As  always,  those  ladles  who  come 
voluntarily  to  help  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  provide  a  most  valuable  service, 
and  we  all  appreciare  their  efforts  very  much, 

EYE  CLINIC, 

Sessions  for  patients  residing  in  the  Wort  ley  Rural  District  were  held  in  the 
Wordsworth  Avenue  Clinic  one  half-day  or  full  day,  on  Tuesday,  as  the  need  arises, 

A.  list  oi  children  requiring  examination  is  supplied  to  the  Consultant 
Ophthalmologist,  who  attends  personally  to  see  those  children.  All  but  a  very  few 
are  rer erred  to  him  by  School  Medical  Officers,  During  1969  there  were  251 
attendances,  of  which  70  were  new  cases.  Spectacles  were  provided  in  103  instances,

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HEALTH  VISITING  SERVICE. 


The  Health  Visiting  staff  within  the  area  remained  stable  over  the  year. 

The  Health  Visitor,  inbroad  terms,  is  engaged  in  the  development  of  the  individual, 
of  the  group,  and  social  policy,  and  is  actively  engaged  in  the  preventative 
aspect  of  health  and  disease .  Her  work  includes  general  care  of  the  family 
maternity  and  child  welfare  and  school  health  services,  the  promotion  of  stable 
mental  health,  and  assistance  in  the  control  of  infectious  diseases,  to  the  overall 
benefit  of  those  specially  in  need.  In  addition,  the  duties  of  the  Health 
Visitor  Include  health  education.  This  aspect  of  her  work  entails  individual 

and  group  activity,  always  working  in  close  liaison  with  the  general  practitioners 
of  her  area. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  made  4, 353  visits  to  new  cases  within 
the  Wort  ley  Rural  District.

The  midwifery  situation  has  remained  reasonably  stable,  in  spite  of  long 
periods  of  sickness  amongst  some  members  of  staff.  Although  domiciliary 
deliveries  have  tended  to  decrease,  the  Midwives  are  fully  occupied  in  visiting 
homes  in  respect  of  those  mothers  requesting  48  hour  discharge  from  hospital, 
and  in  attending  the  numerous  Ante-natal  Clinics  held  both  in  Local  Authority 
Clinics  and  general  pratitioners ’  surgeries. 

The  Midwives  attended  66  confinements.  Of  these,  20  patients  received 
Trilene  Analgesia  and  41  patients  received  Pethidine. 
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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

The  total  number  of  domestic  help  hours  provided  in  the  Wort  ley  Rural  Dist 
during  1969  was  19^953.  There  were  88  Domestic  Helps  employed  in  a  part-time 
capacity  and  they  attended^  in  all,  405  cases.  In  1968  we  had  86  Domestic  Hel 

employed,  attending  434  cases.  Of  the  total  of  405  cases,  283  were  continuing 
from  1968;  the  remainder  were  new  cases  during  the  year.

One  shudders  to  think  what  the  pressure  on  the  hospitals  for  the  elderly 
would  be  without  this  servicOo  The  very  old  would  lose  heart  and  would  not  trouble 
to  cook  for  themselves,  or  even  to  light  a  fire  in  winter o  We  have  seen  this 
happen  where  the  need  for  supporting  services  has  emerged  too  late.  In  many 
instances  the  only  solution  has  been  for  the  patient  to  go  into  a  home  for  the 
elderly,  or  into  hospital. 

MEALS-ON-WHEELS. 


This  is  a  valuable  aid  to  the  aged  in  the  community.  Whilst  very  much  a 
voluntary  service,  there  is  support  from  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  the 
District  Councils.  Ideally  one  would" like  to  see  a  hot  meal  delivered  daily 
to  the  aged  and  Infirm  who  are  unable  to  cook  a  proper  meal  for  themselves. 
Unfortunately,  a  number  of  factors  preclude  this,  and  not  just  the  financial; 
the  scarcity  of  staff  and  vehicles  is  a  paramount  factor.  The  frequency  of 
the  service  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District  averages  twice  a  week,  and  there  is 
on  occasion  a  waiting  list  of  persons  wanting  to  avail  themselves  of  this  service.

RAINFALL, 


During  1969,  the  total  rainfall  measured  by  the  gauge  sited  at  the 
rear  of  the  Council  Offices  was  34,85  inches.  The  figure  for  1968  was 
34,67  inches. 

Rainfall  prior  to  1953  was  measured  in  a  rain  gauge  located  at  the 
old  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  Ecclesfield, 

The  average  annual  rainfall  for  the  25  years  period  ending  in 
1952  was  28,47  inches. 

The  average  recorded  at  Grenoside  for  the  17  year  period  to  the  end 
of  1969  was  29,91  inches. 

The  heaviest  monthly  rainfall  in  1969  was  6,0  inches  recorded  in 
November  compared  with  4.26  inches  in  July  1968, 

The  lowest  figures  were  0,95  inches  in  October  1969  compared  with 
1,51  inches  in  February,  1968.  *

in  May,  19b8o

the  year  was  129„  A  further  22  samples  were  taken  for  estimation  of

In  April,  reports  on  samples  taken  in  the  Wortley  area  during  the 
previous  few  months  were  sufficiently  reassuring  to  justify  the 
cancellation  of  the  recommendations  to  boil o  It  was  not  however  possible 
to  withdraw/  the  recommendation  to  take  precautions  against  possible 
lead  contamination  in  houses  with  lead  service  pipes ^

Corporation  Supply  was  laid  during  the  year^  Individual  connections 
to  the  houses  did  not  proceed  very  rapidly  and  it  was  necessary  to 
serve  notices  in  respect  of  12  properties.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL , 

At  the  year  end,  the  total  number  of  bouses  connected  to  public 
sewers  was  12,701,  representing  a  percentage  of  92o27o  of  all  houses 
in  the  District,  Details  are  as  follows 
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The  bulk  of  the  sewage  from  the  District  is  conveyed  to  the  Blackburn 
Meadows  Works  of  Sheffield  Corporationo  The  total  number  of  dwellings 
connected  to  the  system  is  11,514  representing  90o6%  of  all  houses 
connected  to  public  sewers « 

This  Council  operate  two  modern  disposal  works  at  Wharncliffe  Side 
and  Pilley  and  two  very  small  installations  at  Dungworth  and  Whitley, 

The  part  of  Thorpe  Hesley  located  in  this  District  drains  to  the 
Rotherham  B„Co  Works  located  just  outside  the  village  and  the  Hoyland 
Common  part  of  the  Tankersley  Parish  drains  into  Hoyland  Nether  U,DoC,'s 
sewerage  system. 

The  sewage  from  the  village  of  Wortley  discharges  to  two  disposal 
points,  one  on  either  side  of  the  ridge  on  which  the  village  stands. 

The  1,060  houses  not  connected  to  sewers  drain  to  cesspools,  septic 
tanks  and  in  some  cases  simple  soakaways. 

The  Council  do  not  operate  a  cesspool  emptying  service  but  arrangements 
can  be  made  for  mechanical  emptying  in  most  cases  on  a  rechargeable  basis. 

The  principal  unsewered  areas  are  High  and  Low  Bradfield,  Dungworth 
(part),  Storrs,  Hollowmeadows ,  Midhope,  in  the  Bradfield  Parish  and  Howbrook 
in  the  Wortley  Parish, 

A  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  High  and  Low  Bradfield  has  been  prepared 
by  Consultants  and  accepted  by  the  Council,  A  water  main  extension  to 
serve  properties  conveniently  drainable  to  the  nev?  disposal  plant  is 
proc  eeding  concur  rent  137^ , 

Consideration  has  also  been  given  to  a  Consuitant's  report  on  alternative 
solutions  to  the  problem  of  dealing  with  the  rapidly  increasing  sewage  flow 
in  the  sewers  along  the  course  of  the  Blackburn  Brook,  A  policy  decision  on 
this  matter  had  been  resolved  by  the  year  end, 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL, 

General , 

The  Council  provide  a  refuse  collection  service  for  all  13,761  houses 
in  the  District,  A  service  is  also  given  to  schools,  hospitals, 
institutions,  shops,  offices,  public  houses,  clubs,  canteens,  moveable 
dwellings,  places  of  worship  and  recreational  establishments  etc. 

The  frequency  of  collection  is  weekly  in  the  built-up  areas  and 
fortnightly  in  the  outlying  parts. 

The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  is  being  extended,  the  number 
of  dwellings  on  the.  system  at  the  year  end  being  8,281, 
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The  Wharncliffe  and  Middiewood  Hospitals  which  have  a  combined 
resident  population  of  1,691  are  considering  the  introduction  of  refuse 
storage  in  large  containers  which  can  be  emptied  mechanically o  A  twice 
weekly  service  is  operated  in  respect  of  this  establ  ishment 

During  the  year,  charges  for  trade  refuse  collection  were  introduced^ 
The  system  operated  from  1st  September  and  56  contracts  were  negotiated. 
The  income  to  the  year  end  was  £88, 

The  vehicle  fleet  comprises  modern  compression  type  vehicles  for  use 
in  the  built-up  areas  and  side  loaders  for  the  country  rounds.  Two  of  the 
large  vehicles  are  equipped  with  container  lifting  hydraulic  pipework  to 
deal  with  mechanical  lifting  ofthe  large  containers  in  use  at  the  multi¬ 
storey  flats  and  maisonettes  at  Greenhead  Gardens,  Chapeltown,  and  other 
properties  in  the  District, 

The  vehicles  and  ancillary  mechanical  equipment  are  serviced  in  our 
own  Depot  at  Grenoside, 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  tipping  on  three  sites  in  the  Ecclesfield, 

High  Green,  and  Loxley  parts  of  the  District,  A  mechanical  shovel  is  used 
for  tip  control. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  type  of  refuse  storage  receptacle 
in  use  in  the  various  parts  of  the  District, 
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Refuse  Collection„ 


The  maximum  number  of  operatives  employed  on  collection  at  any  time 
during  the  year  was  31  and  the  number  employed  at  the  year  end  was  29, 

Reserve  operatives  required  to  preserve  the  continuity  of  the  service 
are  included  in  these  numbers. 


The  paper  sack  system  was  extended  to  cover  Grenoside  and  Wharncliffe 
Side  during  the  year.  Sacks  are  in  use  in  Chapeltown  and  Ecclesfield,  and 
in  partial  use  in  the  High  Green,  Thorpe  Hesley,  Worrall,  Ought ibridge , 
Loxley  and  Stannington  parts  of  the  District, 

At  the  year  end  approval  was  given  for  the  introduction  of  a  weekly 
collection  service  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  District  during  the 
1970/71  financial  year. 

The  collection  service  was  generally  well  maintained  throughout  the 

year. 


No  new  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  purchased  during  the  year,  but 
a  new  van  was  acquired  for  the  Rodent  Operative,

The  larger  vehicles  are  equipped  with  hot  water  and  washing  facilities 
and  a  soap  allowance  is  made  for  the  smaller  vehicles. 

First  aid  boxes  are  fitted  in  all  vehicles. 


Protective  clothing  is  provided  in  the  form  of  overalls,  overcoats, 
gloves  and  in  some  cases  gumboots.

An  electrically  operated  press  is  used  to  bale  paper  and  textiles 
before  sale,  the  work  being  carried  out  in  overtime.  The  combined  labour 
and  material  costs  for  baling  the  134  tons  of  paper  and  rags  dealt  with 
during  the  year  were  £440  equivalent  to  approximately  £3.11.0d.  per  ton. 
For  bonus  calculations  a  production  cost  of  £3  per  ton  is  deducted  before 
division  of  the  income. 

The  total  amount  paid  in  bonus  was  £553.10.0d.  equivalent  to  an 
average  weekly  payment  of  6/l%d,  per  man.  Each  employee  with  a  full 
period  of  service  received  £16  paid  in  two  instalments  at  Whitsuntide 
and  Xmas. 

The  total  income  was  £1 , 456 . 14 . 5d .  After  deduction  of  baling  costs 
etc.  and  salvage  bonus  payments  equivalent  to  £993. 6. 9d.  a  surplus  of 
£463.7.8do  rem„ained. 

There  was  very  little  remaining  after  further  deductions  to  cover 
administration  expenses  and  a  share  of  wages  oncosts. 

The  salvage  scheme  started  in  1939  as  a  war-time  measure  and  the 
total  weight  of  the  various  materials  recovered  and  their  respective 
cash  values  are  shown  in  the  following  table  :-

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CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT,  1967. 


Work  carried  out  by  the  Department  during  the  year  under  the  provisions 
of  the  above  Act  fell  into  three  categories. 

(a)  Provision  of  disposal  sites  for  household  rubbish  other  than  that 
removed  by  the  normal  refuse  collection  service. 

(b)  Removal  of  litter  from  open  land. 

(c)  Removal  of  abandoned  vehicles. 

(^ .)  Sites  for  Disposal  of  Household  Rubbish 

A  section  of  each  of  our  three  disposal  sit^s  h^s  been  made  available  to 
residents  with  m^eans  of  transport  for  disposal  of  household  discards. 

0 

Substantial  use  has  been  made  of  these  facilities  but  there  has  also  been 
abuse  of  the  arrangement  by  contractors  and  persons  from  outside  the  District. 

( b .)  Removal  of  li  tter  Deposited  on  land . 

There  are  a  number  of  sites  on  open  land  in  the  District  on  which 
litter  continues  to  be  deposited.  The  problem  is  particularly  acute  -close 
to  the  Sheffield  City  boundary  and  the  bulk  of  this  material  is  obviously 
coming  from  outside  this  District. 

(c)  Motor  Vehicles 

The  Council  remove  scrap  vehicles  at  a  charge  of  £4  and  requests  were 
received  during  the  year  for  removal  of  5  on  this  basis.  Four  others  were 
collected  where  the  owners  could  not  be  traced. 

The  free  disposal  facilities  offered  at  Ecclesfield  Tip  were  made 
use  of  by  15  otmers. 

The  number  of  scrap  vehicles  sold  for  dismantling  was  17  the  amount 
received  being  t21.5.0d. 

In  22  caseSj  letters  were  sent  to  owners  of  cars  lying  around  housing 
estates  and  other  highways  and  these  were  removed  and  disposed  of  by  the 
owner  s , 

The  problem  of  parked  untaxed  vehicles  on  Council  Estates  has  been 
substantially  reduced. 

BEPLACEMENT  OF  DEFECTIVE  REFUSE  RECEPTACLES 

With  the  continued  development  of  the  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage 
combined  with  the  acceptance  by  the  Council  of  responsibility  for  future 
replacements,  the  problem  of  dustbin  renewal  is  gradually  fading  out  and  only 
12  notices  were  served  for  dustbin  replacement  during  the  year. 
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The  number  of  new  bins  supplied  on  request  was  84  including  28  to 
Council  properties.  Second-hand  bins  withdrawn  from  Council  properties 
due  to  the  introduction  of  the  paper  sack  system  were  offered  for  sale  at 
25s. Od.  each  and  54  were  sold  for  use  on  privately  owned  properties.  The 
number  supplied  to  Council  properties  was  48. 

PRIVY  CONVERSIONS 


The  number  of  privies  in  use  in  the  District  at  the  year  end  was  463 
and  the  number  of  pail  closets  78. 


Twenty-one  privies  were  abolished  during  the  year,  10  in  connection 
with  Improvement  schemes,  10  by  slum  clearance  action  and  one  by  means  of 
contriDution  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

Measurement  of  Pollution , 

The  Council  operate  three  air  pollution  recording  stations  at  the 
Council  Offices  3  Grenoside,  the  County  Junior  School,  Ought ibr idge ,  and 
Hailwood  Hospital,  Grenoside,  respectively. 

The  instruments  at  the  Council  Offices  and  Oughtibridge  School  measure 
smoke  and  sulphur-di^oxide  by  the  volumetric  method.  The  gauges  at  Hailwood 
measure  heavier  smoke  and  grit  deposits  and  sulphur-di~oxide  by  the  lead  per 
-oxide  method.  The  volumetric  appliances  are  operated  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council  and  the  Hailwood  gauges  for  the  District  Council, 

The  following  table  gives  the  monthly  figures  for  1969  in  respect  of 
each  appliance  and  the  annual  figures  for  each  year  since  1952  or  later

Meat  and  Meat  Products o 

There  are  two  privately  owned  slaughterhouses  in  use  in  the  District 
located  at  Grenoside  and  Ecclesfieldo  These  slaughterhouses  are  used  solely 
in  connection  with  the  businesses  of  the  respective  occupiers  and  the 
throughput  in  each  case  is  smalls 

The  quality  of  the  animals  slaughtered  was  excellent  and  there  was 
little  evidence  of  disease  on  post  mortem  examination.  Details  are  as  follows: - 
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The  number  of  slaughtermen  licensed  by  the  Council  during  the  year 
was  12 »  Eleven  were  renewals  and  one  was  a  licence  issued  for  the  first 
time  „ 


The  number  of  butchers  shops  in  the  District  at  the  year  end  was  23 
and  the  general  standard  of  hygienic  construction  of  the  shops  was  very  good. 

The  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957. 

This  Council  accepted  delegated  powers  from  the  County  Council  in 
April,  1968 o  The  Order  provides  for  the  licensing  of  premises  and 
equipment  used  for  boiling  waste  intended  to  be  used  as  food  for  pigs 
and  poultry. 

One  application  for  a  licence  was  received  in  respect  of  premises 
at  Stannington  and  this  was  approved. 

Milk  and  Milk  Products. 

Milk 

The  Council's  responsibilities  in  respect  of  milk  control  are  limited 
to  registration  of  dairies  (other  than  dairies  at  farms)  control  of 
distribution  and  action  in  respect  of  milk  borne  infectious  diseases. 

Production  is  Ministry  controlled  and  licensing  for  sale  under  Special 
Designations  is  a  County  Council  function. 

The  number  of  milk  distributors  registered  by  the  Council  at  the  year 
end  was  48. 

During  the  year  visits  were  made  to  3  farms  in  connection  with  brucella 
abortus  investigations  and  appropriate  notices  were  served  prohibiting  the 
sale  of  raw  milk  from  infected  cows. 

Ice-Cream, 

There  are  no  ice-cream  factories  in  the  district  at  present. 

The  total  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of
